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ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Committee  of  Management  of  the  Royal  Hampshire 
County  Hospital  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  210th  Annual 
Report  of  the  state  of  the  Hospital,  the  last  to  be  issued  before 
the  day  appointed  for  the  implementation  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946. 

General 

The  shape  of  the  new  National  Health  Service  has  become 
more  clear  during  the  past  year.  In  July,  the  control  of  the 
Hospital  will  pass  from  the  present  Court  of  Governors  and  the 
Committee  of  Management  to  new  Committees  set  up 
by  the  Minister  of  Health.  Regulations  for  the  Regional 
Hospital  Boards  and  the  hospital  Management  Com¬ 
mittees  have  now  been  issued,  from  which  it  isi  seen 
that  the  control  and  management  of  hospitals  will  be 
in  the  hands  of  these  Committees  and,  as  soon  as  the 
Minister’s  approval  is  given,  details  of  the  Committees 
appointed  by  the  Regional  Boards  may  be  expected.  It 
is  almost  certain  that  House  Committees  will  be  appointed 
at  each  hospital,  but  no  information  as  to  their  constitution  is 
yet  available. 

The  necessity  for  the  continuation  of  gifts  or  the  making  of 
bequests  for  additional  comforts  for  patients  and  for  medical 
research  was  mentioned  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1946.  It 
seems  advisable  to  emphasize  that  this  need  is  very  real  and  to 
point  out  that  all  such  support  will  further  the  welfare  of  the 
patients,  and  the  welfare  of  the  patients  must  be  the  prime 
consideration  whatever  the  structure  of  the  service  which  treats 
them.  Ways  in  which  friends  of  the  Hospital  can  continue  to 
help  the  patients  are  outlined  on  page  45. 

Personal 

The  Hospital  has  suffered  severe  loss  during  the  year  by  the 
deaths  of  Mr.  W.  Everett,  F.R.C.S.,  Honorary  Surgeon  to  the 
Hospital,  of  Mr.  H.  J.  Godwin,  O.B.E.,  F.R.C.S.,  a  former 
Honorary  Surgeon,  of  Brig. -Gen.  W.  V.  Scudamore,  formerly 
Honorary  Treasurer,  and  of  Mrs.  Brooker,  a  member  of  the 
Committee  of  Management. 

The  sudden  and  tragic  death  of  Mr.  Everett  on  Sunday,  June 
15th,  was  a  very  great  shock  to  all  who  knew  him.  By  his  death 
the  Hospital  lost  not  only  a  brilliant  surgeon,  but  one  whose 
wise  counsel  and  broad  outlook  had  been  highly  valued  by  the 
Committees  on  which  he  served. 
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Mr.  Godwin  was  Honorary  Surgeon  to  the  Hospital  for  24 
years  until  his  retirement  in  1927,  when  he  was  elected  to  the 
Honorary  Consulting  Staff. 

General  Scudamore  was  for  many  years  a  member  of  the 
Committee  of  Management  and  acted  as  Honorary  Treasurer 
for  a  short  time.  He  took  a  particular  interest  in  the  engineering 
side  of  the  Hospital  and  will  be  remembered  by  many  members 
of  the  Court  of  Governors. 

Mrs.  Brooker  was  also,  up  to  the  time  of  the  commencement 
of  her  prolonged  illness  in  1944,  an  active  member  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Management  and  had  served  on  the  Nursing  Com¬ 
mittee. 

Dr.  C.  B.  S.  Fuller,  Honorary  Physician  and  Chairman  of  the 
Medical  Committee,  has  been  appointed  a  member  of  the 
Regional  Board  for  the  South-West  Metropolitan  Area  and  will 
hold  office  until  31st  March,  1930. 

Miss  A.  R.  Davies,  who  was  Almoner  from  1940,  left  in 
November  to  take  up  the  appointment  of  Records  Officer  at 
The  London  Hospital.  1  he  Committee  wish  to  place  on  record 
their  appreciation  of  the  services  Miss  Davies  gave  in  re¬ 
organising  the  patients’  records  and  the  social  services  of  the 
hospital. 

Miss  I.  D.  Matthews,  who  was  Assistant  Almoner  from  1943, 
has  been  promoted  to  the  post  of  Almoner. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  it  has  been  decided  to  separate  the 
patients’  records  from  the  Almoner’s  Department,  Mr.  E.  W. 
Rose  has  been  appointed  Records  Officer.  He  comes  to  us 
from  the  Bristol  Royal  Hospital.

this  hospital  during  the  absence  of  Dr.  Robertson. 

It  is  expected  that  Mr.  J.  Rubin,  Honorary  Assistant  Surgeon, 
will  obtain  his  release  from  the  R.A.F.  in  the  Spring  of  1948. 
We  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  to  him 
our  appreciation  of  the  fact  that  he  agreed  to 
delay  his  permanent  release  for  a  month  in  order  to  help  the 
hospital  by  returning  temporarily  for  four  weeks  after  the  death 
of  Mr.  Everett.

The  Work  of  the  Hospital 

The  number  of  beds  available  at  the  beginning  of  1947  was 
329,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  323  (this  figure  excludes  the 
cots  in  the  Maternity  Department) .  Detailed  statistics  of 
patients  and  costs  appear  on  pages  30  and  31,  and  from 
these  details  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  number  of  in¬ 
patients  has  decreased  slightly,  but  in  contrast  to  this  the 
number  of  out-patient  attendances  has  increased  by  over  13,000. 
Much  of  this  increase  is  accounted  for  by  the  extension  of  the 
Phj'siotherapy  Department  and  additional  out-patient  clinics* 
details  of  which  are  mentioned  elsewhere.  It  is  good  to  be 
able  to  report  a  reduction  in  the  waiting  list  of  1  71  patients — the 
total  at  the  end  of  the  year  being  786. 

MATERNITY  DEPARTMENT 

Despite  the  many  difficulties  in  the  obtaining  of  equipment, 
material  and  permits,  the  new  Maternity  Unit  was  opened  in 
April  by  the  Chairman  of  the  County  Council,  Mr.  C.  L.  Chute. 
It  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  the  department  is  one  of  the  most 
modern  in  the  country  ;  it  has  aroused  considerable  interest  and 
attracted  very  many  visitors.  By  the  kindness  of  Mr.  J.  A. 
Rank,  the  opening  ceremony  and  the  work  of  the  department 
generally  was  filmed  by  Gaumont  British  News  and  shown  as  a 
news  item  in  cinemas  throughout  the  country  later  in  the  year. 
A  copy  of  this  film  is  being  obtained  for  the  hospital  records. 

1  he  staff  shortage  may  soon  be  relieved  by  the  recognition 
of  the  Hospital  as  a  Training  School  for  Part  II  of  the  Central 
Midwives  Board  examination,  which  is  another  step  in  the 
general  development  of  the  Obstetrical  and  Gynaecological 
work  of  the  Hospital. 
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1  he  new  Unit  has  been  provided  in  conjunction  with  the 
County  Council  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
The  successful  completion  of  this  Department  is  in  itself  a 
tribute  to  the  zeal  and  enthusiasm  of  the  Honorary  Obstetrician, 
Dr.  C.  J.  Penny,  whose  unfailing  energy  has  largely  contributed 
to  its  coming  into  existence. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PHYSICAL  MEDICINE 

During  1947  the  Physiotherapy  Department  was  brought 
under  one  roof  in  the  new  building  erected  between  the  main 
hospital  building  and  the  hutted  wards,  and  in  conquence  there 
has  been  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  treated. 
Additional  equipment  to  enable  this  department  to,!  function 
even  more  effectively  has  been  purchased  and  plans  are  well 
in  hand  for  transferring  the  whole  department  to  new  buildings 
to  be  erected  in  the  grounds  of  Highcroft. 

X-RAY  DEPARTMENT 

The  need  to  develop  this  department  on  modern  lines  has 
been  under  consideration  by  the  Committee  of  the  hospital  for 
some  months  and  building  construction  plans  are  now  at  an 
advanced  stage.  Much  new  equipment  has  been  purchased 
and,  in  view  of  the  increased  demands  made  on  this  department 
and  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  radiographers,  it  has  been  decided 
to  appoint  a  full-time  salaried  radiologist  to  work  in  conjunction 
with  Dr.  Roberts.  This  new  appointment  has  already  received 
the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  applications  will 
shortly  be  considered  by  the  Election  Committee.  It  is  also 
hoped  that  the  department  will  soon  be  in  a  position  to  accept 
student  radiographers  and  that  such  a  step  will  ease  the  diffi¬ 
culty  which  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining  trained  staff. 

OUT-PATIENT  DEPARTMENT 

The  overcrowding  in  this  department  has  increased  con¬ 
siderably  during  the  year  with  fresh  and  renewed  demands 
made  on  the  limited  accommodation  available,  and  the  strict 
curtailment  of  all  building  work  has  not  helped  in  solving  the 
difficulties.  The  only  satisfactory  solution  of  the  problem  will 
be  the  complete  re-building  of  this  department,  although  less 
permanent  measures  are  also  under  consideration. 

Since  the  last  report  new  clinics  have  been  started  for 
gynaecological  patients  and  for  those  referred  to  the  Physical 
Medicine  Department.  Early  in  the  year  a  special  gastrosocopy 
clinic  was  opened.  A  clinic  for  rheumatism  and  another  for 
asthma  have  also  been  added  ;  other  clinics,  such  as 
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dermatological  and  paediatric,  have  expanded  considerably  and 
there  is  an  overall  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  at 
clinics. 

A  more  complete  appointments  system  has  now  been  in 
operation  for  over  two  years  and  has  resulted  in  a  considerable 
reduction  in  the  congestion  which  would  otherwise  have 
occurred  in  the  Department  because  of  the  increases  mentioned 
previously.  This  system  ensures  that  the  number  of  patients 
waiting  at  any  one  time  is  lower  than  formerly,  and  that  the 
total  time  spent  in  waiting  by  each  patient  is  much  less.  It  is 
the  constant  endeavour  of  all  staffs,  medical,  nursing  and  lay, 
to  do  all  possible  for  patients  attending  for  treatment  or 
consultation. 

ALMONER’S  DEPARTMENT 

A  now  generally  recognised  development  in  the  service  given 
by  hospitals  during  the  past  few  years  has  been  the  expansion 
of  the  social  work  for  the  patient.  As  quickly  as 
possible  at  the  present  time  this  section  of  the  hospital  work  is 
being  extended,  and  will  be  further  increased  by  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  additional  assistant  almoners  whenever  accommodation 
allows  an  increase  in  the  number  of  staff. 

CHILDREN’S  WARD 

In  December,  1947,  the  Chairman  of  the  Court  of  Governors 
had  the  pleasure  of  accepting  a  gift  of  more  than  £400  for  the 
naming  of  two  cots  in  the  Children’s  Ward.  These  cots  have 
been  named  in  memory  of  the  men  and  women  of  all  Services 
who  were  transported  by  L.S.I.L.  “  Winchester  Castle  ”  (Union 
Castle  Line)  and  H.M.T.  “  Alcantara  ’  (Royal  Mail  Line) 
during  the  years  1942  to  1946,  and  by  whom  this 
handsome  sum  was  subscribed  while  they  were  on  board  these 
ships.  Vice-Admiral  Sir  Thomas  Troubridge,  K.C.B.,  C.B., 
D.S.O.,  made  the  presentation  on  behalf  of  the 
donors,  and  a  short  service  was  held  during  which  a  plaque 
naming  the  cots  was  unveiled. 


Gifts 

The  Committee  wish  to  acknowledge  the  great  practical  assis¬ 
tance  given  to  the  Hospital  by  the  continued  gifts  in  kind  made 
during  1947. 
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The  Appeals  Committee  presented  gifts  to  the  value  of  nearly 
£2,000,  including  kitchen  equipment,  coloured  perspex  trays 
for  the  use  of  patients  in  every  ward,  and  a  radiogram  for  the 
nurses. 

Donors  of  other  gifts  were  the  Red  Cross  and  the  Patients’ 
League,  and  among  the  gifts  were  fruit,  preserves 
and  fats  from  Australia  and  South  Africa.  It  is 
difficult  to  state  in  words  the  real  value  of  this 
most  practical  support  in  the  day-to-day  work  of  the  Hospital 
and  for  it  the  Committee  are  most  grateful. 

Farms  and  Gardens 

The  patients  are  now  receiving  a  good  supply  of  eggs  from 
the  poultry  farm.  The  output  from  the  Market  Garden  during 
1947  has  risen.  In  1948  it  is  hoped  to  meet  all  the  requirements 
of  the  Catering  Department  in  green  vegetables,  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  wish  to  express  their  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the 
Agricultural  Advisory  Committee. 

Plans  for  the  Future 

In  addition  to  the  problems  of  X-Ray,  Out-Patient  and 
Almoner’s  Departments,  other  sections  of  the  Hospital  are  also 
in  urgent  need  of  improvement.  The  Planning  Committee  has 
fully  considered  the  Nurses’  Home  Extension,  the  enlargement 
of  the  Pathological  Laboratory,  and  the  re-planning  of  the 
kitchens.  The  provision  of  Convalescent  Homes  is  still  an 
urgent  need,  but  suitable  premises  have  not  yet  been  found. 

A  site  for  a  new  hospital  has  been  considered,  but  this  project 
must  be  deferred  until  the  new  Regional  Board  can  consider 
the  Hospital  in  relation  to  the  problems  of  the  area  and  the 
Region  as  a  whole. 

Conclusion 

It  is  with  a  feeling  of  deep  degret  that  the  Committee  of 
Management  write  this  conclusion  to  the  last  Annual  Report 
to  be  published  by  the  Royal  Hampshire  County  Hospital. 
Nevertheless,  it  is  with  pride  that  they  look  back  over  210  years 
of  service  and  realize  how  inspiring  and  satisfying  has  been  the 
work  under  voluntary  conditions.  There  is  no  doubt  the  volun¬ 
tary  system  has  brought  out  the  best  in  everyone  ;  why  this  is 
so,  even  those  who  know  it  to  be  true,  find  it  hard  to  express. 
Perhaps  it  was  the  delightful  sense  of  freedom  for  the  doctor, 
nurse,  committee  member  and  administrator,  and  the  knowledge 
that  the  efficiency  of  the  Institution  as  a  whole  depended  upon 
the  extent  to  which  everyone  gave  of  their  ability. 
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It  has  been  possible  to  conceive  ideas,  try  them  out,  experi¬ 
ment,  watch  them  develop  and  modify  or  discard  as  experience 
showed  advisable,  and  now  we  are  a  little  suspicious  of  the 
chafing  limits  of  detailed  rules  and  regulations  made  by  some¬ 
one  who  will  never  be  known  personally.  However,  it  matters 
little  to  a  patient  what  system  he  is  treated  under  so  long  as 
he  gets  the  best  treatment,  and  the  aim  of  the  hospital  must 
still  be  to  see  that  the  patients  obtain  the  very  best  that  is 
possible  in  the  light  of  modern  knowledge  and  under  the  new 
conditions. 

Finally,  tribute  is  paid  once  again  to  the  many  friends  of  the 
hospital,  to  the  Contributory  Schemes  and  their  collectors  and 
secretaries  who  worked  so  magnificently  ;  to  the  Linen  Guild 
from  whom  we  still  hope  to  receive  the  same  practical  help  ; 
to  the  Patients’  League  and  those  who  are  on  the  blood  donor 
panel  ;  to  the  Saturday  Fund,  who  have  recently  completed  their 
work  after  61  years  of  service  to  the  hospital;  to  all  our  sub¬ 
scribers  from  whom  we  shall  continue  to  need  financial  support 
to  enable  us  to  provide  special  services,  comforts  for  the 
patients  and  amenities  for  the  staff  ;  to  the  Press,  to  whom  we 
have  never  appealed  in  vain  ;  to  the  quiet  practical 
helpers  who  attend  regularly  to  assist  the  nursing  staff  with 
the  preparation  of  teas  and  the  care  of  the  flowers  ;  to  the  Red 
Cross  librarians,  whose  direct  service  to  the  patients  will  be 
continued  and  possibly  extended. 

We  also  acknowledge  our  debt  for  the  individual  services  of 
Miss  Campbell  and  Mrs.  Love,  who  have  done  so  much  to 
brighten  the  hours  of  the  patients  by  their  handicraft  work  ; 
to  Mrs.  Chamberlayne  for  her  regular  visits  to  the  wards  with 
notepaper,  stamps  and  cigarettes,  and  to  Miss  Thoytes,  Mr. 
Kingdon  and  Mr.  Bostock  for  their  help  in  the  X-Ray  Depart¬ 
ment. 

The  Committee  also  wish  to  acknowledge  the  services  given 
by  all  the  hospital  staffs  ;  to  the  Nursing  Staff 
and  to  Matron  who,  by  her  leadership  and  example, 
has  maintained  and  added  to  the  high  standard  of 
nursing  which  has  always  been  an  attribute  of  this  hospital  ;  to 
the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  ;  to  the  Superintendent  and  members 
of  the  administrative  staff  and  to  the  technical,  industrial,  cater¬ 
ing  and  domestic  staffs  ;  to  all  these  the  Committee  affirm 
their  belief  that  the  same  thought  for  the  welfare  of  the  patient 
will  always  be  their  first  concern.

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TREASURER’S  REPORT 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  for  the  year  1947. 
The  more  outstanding  features  in  the  accounts  are  summarized 
below  : — 

Income. — Ordinary  Income  at  £70,000  is  some  £10,000  higher 
than  that  of  1946,  chiefly  due  to  very  substantial  gifts 
in  kind  received  from  the  Appeals  Committee,  the  Red 
Cross  and  other  donors  and  to  the  payment  by  Local 
Authorities  for  the  treatment  of  Schoolchildren  under 
the  Education  Act,  1944. 

Extraordinary  Income  (excluding  Ministry  of  Health) 
consists  almost  wholly  of  legacies  and,  at  £2,000,  is 
up  by  almost  £500.  During  the  year  a  sum  of  £153,000 
was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  against  which 
contra  items  totalling  £4,500  were  charged,  leaving  a 
balance  of  £143,500  to  be  brought  into  the  accounts. 

Expenditure. — Qrdinary  Expenditure  has  reached  the  high 
total  of  £174,000,  which  is  £40,000  higher  than  in  1946. 
Extraordinary  items  account  for  a  further  £18,000 
(against  £5,000  in  1946),  thus  bringing  the  grand  total 
to  £192,000.  The  accounts  clearly  reveal  the  headings 
under  which  the  major  increases  have  occurred.  These, 
I  may  say,  have  approximated  very  closely  indeed  to 
the  budget  which  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  a  year  ago. 

Taking  receipts  from  the  Ministry  into  account,  the  year’s 
working  shows  a  surplus  of  £28,000  :  excluding  the  Ministry 
grants,  however,  there  would  have  been  a  deficit  of  £120,000, 
compared  with  a  deficit  of  £60,000  in  1946. 

In  July  we  shall  cease  to  be  a  Voluntary  Hospital,  but  there 
will  still  be  ample  scope  for  voluntary  effort.  By  specific 
direction,  any  gift  or  donation  can  be  earmarked  for  a  definite 
purpose  outside  the  general  maintenance  of  the  hospital  pro¬ 
viding  such  a  gift  is  made  after  November  6th,  1946,  the  date 
on  which  the  National  Health  Service  Act  received  the  Royal 
Assent,  and  providing  a  capital  fund  is  established  separate 
fiom  the  general  funds  of  the  hospital.  Ways  in  which  friends 
of  the  hospital  can  still  help  the  patient  by  voluntary  contribu¬ 
tions  under  the  new  Service  are  outlined  on  page  45. 

Finally,  I  should  like  to  record  my  grateful  thanks  for  all  the 
support  given  to  the  Hospital  in  the  difficult  years  of  the  recent 
past.

Report,  1946-1947 

IWURING  this  year,  the  Linen  Guild — to  the  very  great  regret  of  its 
members,  lost  its  President — Lady  Northbrook,  who  had  held  this  Post 
since  191  1 — during  this  long,  period — 36  years — Lady  Northbrook  gave  the 
Guild  every  support,  and  her  great  interest  in  its  work  never  flagged :  her 
loss  is  greatly  regretted.  4  he  Honourable  Lady  Cooper  was  approached 
and  accepted  the  post  of  President,  her  election  was  much  welcomed  and 
carried  by  acclaim. 

Considering  the  uncertainty  of  the  future,  the  number  of  articles  con¬ 
tributed  by  the  Guild — 3,308 — was  again  excellent  and  the  money  subscribed 
by  the  Branches  amounted  to  £413.  13s.  8d.,  slightly  less  than  in  1946,  but, 
for  the  reason  already  stated,  very  satisfactory.  At  the  meeting  it  was  agreed 
to  continue  the  work  of  the  Guild  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  subscriptions 
for  purchasing  the  requisite  materials  were  earnestly  asked  for  by  the 
Secretary.

In  addition,  the  following  requirements  were  provided  by  the  Guild 
between  1946  and  1947. 

A  complete  Set  of  Ward  Curtains  for  the  two  sections  of  the  New 
Maternity  Ward  at  a  cost  of  £93.  4s.  7d.  for  each  section,  and  310  Counter¬ 
panes  for  the  Children’s  Ward  and  for  the  Nightingale  Home  and  Chernocke 
House  at  a  cost  of  £337.  2s.  6d. 

Also — in  July  last,  on  an  urgent  appeal  from  Miss  Mackay :  — 

Chandler’s  Ford,  Eastleigh  and  Twyford  each  made  10  shorts  for  the  Out- 
Patients’  Department. 
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1736-1948 

A  Proposal  for  erecting  a  Publick  Hospital  for  Sick  and 
Lame,  &c.”  was  made  at  Winchester  on  May  22nd,  1736, 
because  it  had  been  thought  by  many  “  that  the  Establishment 
of  an  Infirmary  or  Hospital  for  Sick  People  after  the  manner  of 
the  Hospitals  in  London  and  Westminster  ”  would  be  the  best 
means  of  diverting  the  large  sums  of  money  that  were  fruitlessly 
given  away  each  year,  into  a  channel  from  which  a  great  deal 
of  good  might  be  reasonably  expected. 

Dr.  Alured  Clarke,  Fellow  of  Corpus  Christi,  Cambridge, 
Rector  of  Chilbolton  and  Prebendary  of  the  Cathedral  at  Win¬ 
chester,  was  responsible  for  the  Proposal  mentioned  above,  and 
for  the  holding  of  a  great  meeting  at  which  the  Warden  of 
Winchester  and  a  large  number  of  citizens,  nobility  and  gentry 
were  present.  Three  months  after  the  meeting  sufficient  money 
was  in  hand  for  the  founding  of  the  County  Hospital,  and 
suitable  premises  were  found  in  Colebrook  Street.  The  hos¬ 
pital  was  opened  on  St.  Luke’s  Day,  1736,  and  Dr.  Clarke 
preached  a  powerful  sermon  in  the  Cathedral  that  day  on  the 
text,  “  He  sent  them  to  preach  the  Kingdom  of  God,  and  to 
heal  the  sick.” 

In  the  introduction  to  “A  collection  of  Papers  relating  to 
the  County-Hospital  for  Sick  and  Lame,  &c.”,  made  by  Dr. 
Clarke,  the  hospital  is  stated  to  have  been  the  first  hospital  that 
had  been  ”  attempted  ”  in  any  part  of  this  Kingdom,  except  in 
London  and  Westminster.  By  January,  I  737,  there  were  fifty 
In-  and  Out-Patients  on  the  records.  In  1738  the  Hospital  was 
moved  to  larger  premises  in  Parchment  Street,  a  move  made 
possible  by  the  bequest  of  £5,000  by  Alderman  Taunton,  of 
Southampton.  In  1836  the  average  daily  number  of  In-patients 
was  92,  and  40,321  In-patients  and  27,891  Out-patients  had  then 
been  treated  since  the  foundation  of  the  Institution. 

The  next  stage  in  the  Hospital’s  growth  was  the  transfer  to 
the  existing  site  on  the  Romsey  Road  in  1868-69.  Miss  Florence 
Nightingale  was  consulted  during  the  building  and  pronounced 
her  approval  of  the  Architect’s  plans.  The  average  number 
of  In-patients  daily  was  at  this  time  ”70  2-3rds”  and  there  were 
108  beds  available  in  the  new  hospital.  The  expense  of  build¬ 
ing,  in  all  £34.314.  18s.  8d.,  occasioned  much  concern  on  the 
part  of  the  Building  Committee,  though  to  some  extent  they  felt 
the  amount  justified  as  a  minimum  of  1 ,500  cubic  feet  of  space

for  each  patient  was  provided.  As  an  expression  of  Queen 
Victoria  s  interest  in  the  Institution  and  its  new  building,  Her 
Majesty’s  commands  were  given  that  the  Hospital  should  be 
styled  “  Royal.’ ’ 

The  Building  Committee,  in  concluding  their  special 
report  on  the  new  hospital,  hoped  that  they  might  be 
permitted  “  to  congratulate  the  Court  of  Governors  on  having, 
by  its  courageous  dealing  with  a  crisis  in  the  history  of  this 
venerable  Institution,  rescued  the  oldest  of  provincial  Hospitals 
from  subsiding  into  a  merely  local  Infirmary  unvalued  by  the 
county  at  large,  and  on  having  substituted  for  a  building  worn 
out  and  irreversibly  condemned  one  calculated  to  create  a  just 
confidence  in  its  capabilities  of  effecting  good.” 

The  Hospital  continued  to  expand  on  the  new  site  until  under 
the  stress  of  war  conditions  an  average  number  of  462  beds 
available  was  reached  in  1941  and  was  maintained  until  1944 
This  number  of  beds  meant  very  great  pressure  on  the  available 
space,  and  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  end  of  the  war  the  com¬ 
plement  was  reduced.  At  31st  December,  1947,  the  number  of 
In-patients  was  234. 

As  to  the  future  of  the  Hospital,  the  words  of  Dr.  Clarke  in 
commending  the  original  founding  may  be  quoted:  “  What 
remains  to  be  done  towards  perpetuating  an  Establishment 
which  is  to  be  supported  by  voluntary  contributions  depends 
upon  events  that  are  in  no  man’s  power.” 
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Personal  Support  for  the  Hospital  in  the  National 

Health  Service 

1 .  There  will  continue  to  be  need  in  the  hospital  service  for 
local  interest,  local  initiative  and  local  support.  The  helpers 
wno  have  in  the  past  done  so  much  to  further  the  work  of  the 
hospital  will  still  be  able  to  find  scope  for  their  service  to 
the  community.  It  is  not  possible  at  this  stage  to  forecast 
precisely  or  exhaustively  the  kinds  of  voluntary  help  that 
will  be  most  needed,  but  support  may  take  the  form  of 
personal  service,  or  of  financial  help. 

2.  Personal  service  in  the  new  hospital  service  may  be  in  the 
local  committees  of  management,  or  the  Hospital  s  own 
House  Committee,  or  in  the  actual  work  of  the  Hospital. 
The  Linen  Guild  and  the  Patients’  Library  Service  are  good 
examples  of  this  form  of  help.  The  visiting  of  patients  is 
another  way  in  which  they  can  be  assisted,  and  their 
progress  encouraged  by  personal  help. 

3.  Financial  support  will  remain  of  great  importance, 
for  although  the  full  maintenance  costs  of  the 
hospitals  will  be  a  public  charge,  income  from 
past  endowments  will  be  at  the  disposal  of  hospitals, 
and  they  will  be  able  to  receive  and  hold  future 
voluntary  gifts.  None  of  these  gifts  (which  win  include 
annual  subscriptions  and  donations)  will  be  transferable  to 
the  State,  nor  will  they  be  used  to  meet  the  cost  of  the 
hospitals’  maintenance.  On  the  contrary,  committees  of 
management  will  be  free  to  apply  them,  subject  to  any 
express  wish  of  the  donor,  in  providing  additional  amenities 
for  patients  or  staff,  in  undertaking  experimental  work  of 
various  kinds,  or  in  supplementing  in  other  appropriate 
ways  the  resources  of  the  service.  It  will  also  be  possible 
for  those  who  cherish  an  association  with  a  particular  hos¬ 
pital  to  ensure  that  their  financial  support  goes  to  benefit 
that  hospital  and  no  other.
